To  the  Provost,  Magistrates  and  Councillors  of  the  Burgh  of 
Kilmarnock,  and  to  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  Kilmarnock  for  the 
year  1956.  There  have  been  no  serious  epidemics  during  the  year,  but  the  vital  statistics 
give  cause  for  concern  in  at  least  two  respects,  namely,  the  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  and  the  continuing  large  number  of  deaths  from  coronary 
disease. 

Throughout  the  year  a recurring  difficulty  has  been  to  find  hospital  accommodation 
for  those  elderly  folk  who  were,  although  not  acutely  ill,  unable  to  look  after  themselves, 
and  for  whom  adequate  attention  at  home  could  not  be  arranged.  As  a measure  of  the 
shortage,  it  may  be  noted  that  it  is  by  no  means  an  uncommon  event  for  a bed  to  become 
available  for  an  elderly  patient,  alter  the  patient  in  question  is  “ no  longer  in  need  of  it.” 
The  keeping  of  an  up-to-date  list  of  those  awaiting  admission  to  such  beds  and  the  gauging 
of  priority  is  an  important  and  time-consuming  undertaking,  necessitating,  as  it  does, 
the  periodic  home  visiting  of  the  patients.  This  is  not  being  done  systematically  in 
Ayrshire,  because  there  is  no  one  appointed  with  the  time  to  do  it.  The  remedy  is 
obvious,  but  the  money  to  put  it  into  operation  does  not  appear  to  be  available. 

During  the  year  progress  was  made  in  the  care  of  the  mentally  less  able.  A local 
branch  of  the  Scottish  Association  for  Mental  Health  was  set  up  and  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  year  a Mental  Health  Officer  was  appointed.  As  a result  ol  this  appointment,  in 
November  a Senior  Occupational  Centre  was  opened  in  the  premises  formerly  used  as  the 
Glebe  Nursery.  Earlier  in  the  year  another  portion  of  this  building  had  been  let  to  the 
Education  Authority  for  a Junior  Occupational  Centre. 

In  connection  with  Health  Education  three  courses  of  group  teaching  were  held  for 
women  in  the  antenatal  period.  The  courses  each  consisted  of  ten  meetings,  held  weekly 
on  Monday  afternoons  and  presided  over  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  turn. 

In  April,  1956,  both  the  water  supplies  were  artificially  fluoridated.  The  water  supply 
contains  0-1  part  per  million  of  fluoride  naturally,  and  this  has,  since  April,  had  fluoride 
added  to  make  the  concentration  up  to  one  part  per  million. 

As  noted  previously  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  town  are  the  development  of  an 
Old  People’s  Clinic  and  of  the  services  for  the  physically  handicapped.  In  both  of  these 
services  it  is  essential  that  there  be  the  closest  association  between  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Departments. 

Last  year  a plea  was  made  for  more  staff  to  follow  up  (inter  alia ) the  contacts  of 
persons  notified  as  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  As  much  time  as  possible 
has  been  spent  on  this  work  during  the  year,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  do  a certain  amount 
of  follow-up  in  factories  and  work-places. 

Coronary  disease  has  continued  to  be  voluntarily  notifiable. 

The  present  staff  continues  to  be  inadequate  for  the  lull  development  of  the  work. 

It  is  again  a pleasure  to  record  the  helpful  interest  of  the  Members  of  the  Town  Council 
in  the  activities  of  the  Department.  Much  assistance  has  been  received  during  the  year 
from  colleagues  in  other  Departments  of  the  Corporation  and  from  the  personnel  of  the 
Hospital  Service  and  from  the  general  practitioners. 

Each  member  of  the  Public  Health  Staff  deserves  thanks  for  a year  of  devoted  service.

These  figures,  when  submitted  to  official  statistical  authority,  have  evoked 
the  following  comment  : — 

“ It  is  concluded  from  your  data  that  there  is  a rapid  decline  in 
infant  mortality  from  the  youngest  ages  of  mother  to  ages  25  - 29 
years,  followed  by  either  a very  slight  decline  thereafter  with  advancing 
age  of  mother,  or  no  decline  at  all,  and  that  the  observed  discrepancies 
are  unlikely  to  be  chance  determined.” 


Illegitimacy. 

There  were  27  illegitimate  births  as  compared  with  32  last  year.  The 
rate  per  100  live  births  (3-0)  is  to  be  compared  with  4-3  for  Scotland  generally 
and  3-7  for  the  large  Burghs. 

Of  the  27  births  12  were  first  births  and  15  were  subsequent  births — 
ranging  from  the  second  to  the  eleventh.  Of  these  9 mothers  were  known  to 
be  co-habiting  with  the  father  of  the  child  and  one  couple  has  since  married. 
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The  ages  of  the  mothers  of  the  first  babies  ranged  from  16  to  28  ; the 
occupations  of  the  12  mothers  were  : —

DEATHS. 

564  deaths  were  registered  in  1956,  this  number  being  42  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  death  rate  was  12*9  per  thousand.  In  the  previous  two 
years  it  was  12-0.  The  rate  has  not  been  so  high  in  the  town  since  1940. 
The  rate  for  all  Scotland  for  1956  was  12-0  and  for  the  large  Burghs  11-5. 

Principal  Epidemic  Diseases. 

There  were  9 deaths  classified  as  due  to  the  principal  epidemic  diseases 
— -Typhoid  Fever,  Meningococcal  Infections,  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough, 
Diphtheria,  Influenza  and  Measles.  Two  of  the  9 deaths  were  from 
Meningococcal  infections — one  a baby  boy  and  the  other  a schoolboy.  The 
remaining  7 deaths  were  from  Influenza  and  were  all  elderly  folk — over  the 
age  of  75.  Two  were  men  and  5 were  women. 
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Tuberculosis. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis — all  men — one  aged  45, 
one  aged  59,  one  aged  62  and  one  aged  64.  Two  of  the  patients  died  in 
hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.

The  total  years  lost,  namely,  7,384  is  seen  to  be  very  considerable. 


Expressed  otherwise,  this  means  that  only  193  of  the  total  of  564  deaths 
during  the  year  occurred  in  persons  75  years  of  age  or  over.  This  is 
approximately  34%  of  all  deaths  and  the  figure  has  remained  almost  stationary 
over  the  previous  five  years.  For  the  years  1946-50,  the  average  was  31%, 
so  there  has  been  some  improvement. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 


During  1956,  28  babies  died  in  the  first  twelve  months  of  life.  Twenty- two 
of  these  babies  died  in  the  first  month  of  life.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  of 
31  per  thousand  births  is  just  below  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years. 
The  figures  mean  that  one  baby  in  every  33  born  dies  before  it  reaches  the  age  of 
one.  In  the  early  part  of  this  century  one  in  every  eight  did  so.  The 
improvement  in  the  relatively  short  period  of  fifty  years  is  obvious.

Ten  of  the  above  babies  who  died  were  first  children,  9 were  second,  7 were 
third  and  2 were  fourth.  The  housing  conditions  of  the  parents  of  the  babies 
who  died  were  considered  good  in  all  but  two  cases.  Seventeen  resided  in 
Council  houses.  One  family  lived  in  less  than  average  conditions  and  one 
was  in  very  sub-standard  accommodation.  In  our  present  state  of  knowledge, 
and  as  far  as  investigations  went,  it  appeared  that  all  but  two  of  these  deaths 
were  in  the  category  of  “ inevitable.” 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  was  again  no  maternal  death  during  1956.  There  has  not  been 
any  such  death  in  women  normally  resident  in  the  town  since  1953. 

CORONARY  DISEASE. 

During  1956,  110  coronary  incidents  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department.  Only  58  of  these  were  voluntarily  notified,  the  others  coming 
by  way  of  the  death  returns.  It  was  possible  to  collect  a fair  amount  of 
information  about  all  but  16  of  the  110.  In  the  case  of  the  latter  group, 
all  that  was  available  was  name,  address,  age  and  occupation.

Again  this  year  each  of  the  incidents  has  been  investigated  as  far  as  present 
circumstances  allow  as  to  the  : — 

(1)  Build  of  the  patient. 

(2)  Amount  of  exercise  taken. 

(3)  Consumption  of  alcohol. 

(4)  Smoking  habits. 

(5)  Temperament. 

(6)  Blood  pressure. 

(7)  Lapse  of  time  between  first  symptoms  and  death. 

(8)  Nature  of  first  symptoms. 

The  general  experience  of  past  years  has  been  confirmed,  namely,  that 
there  is  a tendency  to  overweight  in  persons  having  coronary  incidents,  both 
male  and  female.  The  figures  suggest  that  these  incidents  are  more  common 
in  those  having  less  than  the  average  amount  of  exercise,  and  this  is  especially 
marked  in  the  case  of  females.  The  figures  do  not  suggest  any  connection 
between  the  excessive  consumption  of  alcohol  and  those  incidents.  In  the 
case  of  smoking  the  majority  of  the  males  were  smokers  and  a goodly 
proportion  were  very  heavy  smokers,  but  in  the  case  of  the  females  it  was  the 
exception  to  find  any  who  smoked  at  all.  In  connection  with  temperament, 
as  one  might  expect,  the  majority  of  those  affected  were  more  of  the  excitable 
type  than  the  placid.  Regarding  blood  pressure  more  than  half  of  the  males 
in  whom  this  was  known  and  recorded  had  raised  blood  pressures,  and  more 
than  60%  of  the  females  had  likewise  raised  blood  pressures.  When  the 
lapse  of  time  between  first  symptoms  and  death  was  noted,  two-thirds  of  the 
deaths  in  males  occurred  within  twenty-four  hours  of  symptoms  and  a higher 
proportion  in  the  case  of  females.  Noting  the  nature  of  the  first  symptoms, 
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it  was  found  that  whilst  the  numbers  of  males  having  a frank  thrombosis 
as  the  first  symptoms  as  compared  with  anginal  pains,  were  approximately 
equal — there  being  only  a slight  preponderence  in  favour  of  thrombosis — 
in  the  females,  there  were  nearly  four  times  as  many  cases  of  thrombosis  as 
first  symptoms  as  compared  with  anginal  attacks.  This  would  appear  to 
link  up  with  the  fact  that  the  mortality  in  females  was  higher  than  in  the 
males.  Our  experience  has  been,  as  noted  in  past  reports,  that  where  the 
first  incident  was  thrombosis,  the  prognosis  was  worse  than  where  the  first 
incident  was  an  anginal  attack. 

The  present  investigation  does  not  appear  to  go  far  enough.  If  a 
relatively  complete  but  simple  voluntary  system  of  notification  could  be 
followed  by  a visit  from  some  member  of  the  Health  Department  staff,  whose 
judgement  could  be  relied  on,  the  present  information  could  probably  be  got 
with  less  tendency  to  variation  from  the  operation  of  the  many  personal 
factors  at  present  involved.  It  would  also  be  possible  to  extend  the  scope 
of  the  inquiries.  If  access  to  an  authority  on  food  were  available,  a very 
complete  assessment  of  the  items  of  diet  in  each  case  might  prove  a profitable 
line  of  investigation.

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The  number  of  cancer  deaths  in  1956  was  15  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  greatest  cause  numerically — 18  deaths  in  males  and 
4 in  females — a total  of  22.  The  smoking  habits  of  those  dying  of  this  trouble

This  year  there  were  increases  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
stomach  and  bowel,  especially  in  females,  and  the  number  dying  from  cancer 
of  the  rectum  was  considerably  less.  There  was  no  instance  of  death  from 
prostatic  cancer. 

Thirty-five  of  the  92  sufferers  who  died  were  70  years  of  age  or  over. 


VIOLENCE. 

During  the  year  15  deaths  were  classified  as  being  due  to  this  cause. 
Seven  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents — “ misguided 
missiles  ! ” Five  of  these  deaths  were  in  males — a youth,  2 young  men  and 
2 middle-aged  men.  The  2 female  deaths  were  in  a pre-school  child  and  a 
middle-aged  woman.  Eight  deaths  occurred  from  other  forms  of  violence. 
The  Registrar-General  reported  5 deaths  from  accidents  in  the  home. 

There  were  5 deaths  from  suicide — one  male  and  4 females. 


Special  Investigation. 

Durin  the  year  1st  August,  1955,  to  31st  July,  1956,  an  attempt  was 
made  to  ascertain  as  many  of  the  accidents  which  occurred  in  the  town  as 
possible.  Altogether  particulars  of  slightly  over  10,000  accidents  were 
collected.  These  were  classified  under  the  headings  : — 

Road.  Athletic. 

Home.  Other. 

Industrial. 

The  age  of  the  injured,  the  nature  of  the  injury,  the  severity,  the  day  of  the 
week  and  the  time  of  day  o the  occurrence  were  noted.  Unfortunately, 
time  has  not  yet  been  available  for  a detailed  analysis  of  the  figures  to  be 
prepared.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

(a)  Expectant  Mothers. 

The  number  of  women  who  attended  the  Antenatal  Clinic  in  Green  Street, 
held  each  Monday  afternoon,  was  65 — one  less  than  last  year.  They  made 
183  attendances — some  60  less  than  last  year. 
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During  the  year  a series  of  courses  of  meetings  with  primigravidae  were 
held.  These  meetings  took  place  at  the  same  time  as  the  Clinic  sessions  and 
were  in  the  control  of  the  Health  Visitors  in  turn.  Among  the  subjects 
discussed  were  :■ — 

(1)  General  Hygiene  with  special  reference  to  pregnancy. 

(2)  Clothing  in  pregnancy. 

(3)  Diet  in  pregnancy. 

(4)  Preparation  for  breast  feeding. 

(5)  Explanation  of  the  processes  involved  in  labour. 

(6)  Relaxation  in  relation  to  pregnancy  and  labour. 

(7)  The  preparation  of  a layette. 

(8)  Social  Services  in  relation  to  pregnancy. 

As  far  as  possible  the  “ Socratic  ” method  of  question  and  answer  was 
encouraged.  It  was  very  noticeable  how  a question  asked  by  one  mother 
could  often  be  answered  satisfactorily  by  another.  The  trouble  was  to  get 
a sufficient  number  to  attend  to  make  the  courses  worthwhile.

(c)  Care  of  Premature  Infants. 

One  premature  baby — a twin,  weighing  4 lbs. — was  admitted  to  the 
Kilmarnock  Maternity  Home  for  a period.  There  were  other  four  babies 
weighing  between  5 and  5J  lbs.,  but  they  did  not  need  removal  to  hospital. 


(d)  Welfare  Foods. 

The  arrangements  for  distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  have  continued 
unchanged  during  the  year  and  are  noted  below.  The  main  centre  at  the 
Health  Department  Office  is  open  from  9 a.m.  to  5 p.m.  Monday  to  Friday 
and  from  9 a.m.  to  12  noon  on  Saturdays.  The  Riccarton  Centre  is  open 
on  Monday  afternoons  and  the  Knockinlaw  Centre  on  Wednesday  afternoons. 
In  addition  to  serving  the  residents  in  the  Burgh,  about  25%  of  the  foods 
distributed  are  taken  up  by  persons  resident  in  the  surrounding  County  area.

The  issues  show  a decrease  of  nearly  3,000  in  tins  of  National  Dried  Milk, 
a decrease  of  700  bottles  of  Cod  Liver  Oil,  an  increase  of  200  packets  of 
Vitamin  Tablets  and  an  increase  of  2,000  bottles  of  Orange  Juice. 


(e)  Dental  Care. 

It  has  not  proved  possible  to  implement  the  arrangement  agreed  to  by  the 
Town  Councils  of  Ayr  and  Kilmarnock  for  the  appointment  of  a Dental 
Surgeon  to  serve  jointly  both  Authorities.  The  matter  was  still  under 
review  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


(f)  Problem  Families. 

This  matter  has  continued  to  have  the  attention  of  those  engaged  in  the 
Health,  Welfare  and  Children’s  Departments. 
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(g)  Other  Provision.

In  addition,  10  residential  places  are  provided  at  Flowerbank  Nursery. 
Both  Nurseries  are  approved  centres  for  training  Nursery  Nurses.  During 
the  year  6 Nurses  were  successful  in  gaining  the  National  Certificate. 

MIDWIFERY. 

1,095  live-births  occurred  in  the  Burgh  of  Kilmarnock  in  1956.  There 
were  11  still-births,  making  a total  of  1,106.  974  of  these  births  occurred  in 

the  Kilmarnock  Maternity  Home.  The  other  132 — all  live-births — were 
attended  in  the  homes  of  the  patients.  The  two  Municipal  Mid  wives  attended 
in  all  the  132  cases,  assisted  by  Pupil  Midwives  at  times.  A Doctor  was 
present  at  the  confinement  on  five  occasions. 

Seventy-two  patients  received  gas  and  air  anaesthesia  and  90  received 
pethidine. 

A car  is  available  for  the  use  of  the  midwives. 


HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  recruitment  of  Health  Visitors  is  a very  difficult  problem.  After 
having  the  establishment  increased  from  six  to  eight,  it  was  possible  to  recruit 
the  full  complement  for  most  of  the  year.  During  1956  two  Health  Visitors 
who  had  given  long  and  faithful  service  elected  to  retire.  Miss  M.  A. 
Robertson  was  appointed  in  June,  1931,  and  Miss  M.  A.  McCallum  three 
months  later.  Over  the  years  they  acquired  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
townsfolk,  especially  those  in  certain  districts  which  they  continued  to  serve 
during  the  whole  period.  Miss  Robertson’s  knowledge  of  the  residents  of  the 
Townholm  area  and  Miss  McCallum’s  of  Riccarton  proved  of  great  assistance, 
and  their  places  will  be  difficult  to  fill  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I record 
my  thanks  for  all  the  work  that  they  did  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of 
Kilmarnock. 

The  details  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  are  set  forth  in  the

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HOME  NURSING. 

There  is  a complement  of  5 Nurses  including  the  Head  Nurse.  They 
reside  in  the  Nurses’  Home,  42  South  Hamilton  Street.  Transport  is  by  means 
of  two  cars  and  bicycles.  The  ideal  would  be  a small  car  for  each  Nurse.

Actually  there  were  22  instances  in  which  two  in  a household  required 
attention.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccine. 

During  1956  a certain  amount  of  vaccine  to  be  used  for  protecting  children 
against  Poliomyelitis  was  received.  273  children  were  protected.  Kilmarnock 
Burgh  was  one  of  the  places  which  co-operated  with  the  Virus  Laboratory  at 
Ruchill  Hospital  in  the  investigation  into  antibody  formation  after  vaccination. 
A certain  number  of  blood  tests  were  taken  from  children  in  the  town  both 
before  and  after  vaccination.  The  preliminary  results  of  the  investigation 
were  published  in  the  British  Medical  Journal  of  February,  16,  1957.

In  order  to  assess  as  accurately  as  possible  the  vaccinal  state  of  the 
community,  a visit  was  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  first  half  of 
1956  to  the  dwelling  of  each  child  born  in  1955.  The  results  of  these  visits 
show  that  whilst  43%  of  vaccinations  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department,  through  routine  channels,  a further  10%  fail  to  do  so.  It  can  be 
reasonably  assumed  then  that  approximately  53%  of  the  children  in  the  Burgh 
are  vaccinated.

Tuberculosis. 

Thirty-six  notifications  in  respect  of  patients  suffering  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  received  in  1956 — 22  males  and  14  females,  and  the 
diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  all  cases.  There  were  3 notifications  of  the 
non-respiratory  form  of  the  disease.

This  year  the  number  of  notifications  of  lung  disease  is  down  by  5,  and 
the  number  of  notifications  of  non-pulmonary  disease  has  only  once  been  less 
than  3.  The  number  of  pulmonary  cases  with  a positive  sputum  was  24. 

In  16  of  the  36  notifications  of  respiratory  disease  there  was  evidence  of 
contact — in  14  instances  a relative  and  in  2 instances  other  types  of  contact. 

In  the  case  of  the  3 non-pulmonary  notifications  there  was  no  evidence  of 
contact.

During  1956,  18  persons  were  examined  under  the  Lunacy  Acts.  Of  this 
number  13  were  certified  and  admitted  to  Mental  Hospitals.  Twenty-six 
were  admitted  as  voluntary  patients.

In  addition  there  were  3 males  and  1 female  on  licence,  and  there  were 
4 males  and  3 females  under  guardianship.  One  new  case  (female)  was 
ascertained  during  the  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  a local  branch  of  the  Scottish  Association 
of  Mental  Health  was  set  up  during  the  year,  after  a very  enthusiastic 
preliminary  meeting. 

In  September  of  1956  part  of  the  premises  at  Glebe  Nursery  was  let  to  the 
Education  Authority  for  use  as  a Junior  Occupational  Centre.  The  premises 
used  heretofore  as  such  in  the  Howard  Hostel  had  become  too  cramped  to 
allow  of  the  work  to  go  on  and  expand.  The  Glebe  premises  have  proved 
very  satisfactory. 

Then,  in  November,  a Mental  Health  Officer  was  appointed,  and  in 
addition  to  the  duties  of  Authorised  Officer  he  was  given  the  duty  of 
inaugurating  a Senior  Occupational  Centre  in  the  upstairs  portion  of  the 
Glebe.  This  has  proved  very  useful  in  a small  way.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
six  adults  were  in  attendannce.  There  is  a daily  session  from  9.30  a.m. — - 
12.30  p.m.,  and  the  occupations  available  are  simple  woodwork,  basketwork, 
rug-making,  modelling,  stool-making  and  gardening  in  season. 

Since  the  Mental  Health  Officer  was  appointed  it  has  been  possible  to 
maintain  better  contact  with  a number  of  patients  after  their  discharge  from 
hospital,  and  to  offer  supportive  therapy.  It  has  also  been  possible  for  more 
visitation  to  be  made  to  those  suffering  from  mental  defects.

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

(a)  Milk. 

For  particulars  of  the  Milk  Supply  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
(pages  24-37)  should  be  consulted.  Ayrshire  being  an  attestet  area,  and 
Kilmarnock  being  a designated  area,  only  the  graded  forms  of  milk  are 
available  in  the  Burgh. 


(b)  Ice  Cream. 

Similarly  the  details  regarding  Ice  Cream  manufacture  and  sale  are  set 
forth  on  pages  27  and  28  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 


(c)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Pages  21  and  22  of  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  deal  with  food 
hygiene,  food  poisoning,  unsound  food  and  the  adulteration  of  food.  The 
delay  in  the  issue  of  regulations  following  the  new  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  to 
be  regretted. 

In  early  November,  1956,  an  outbreak  of  acute  gastro-intestinal  illness 
occurred  in  the  Gilmour  Street  area.  Four  households  were  involved.  The 
illness  affected  adults  and  children  of  both  sexes  and  all  ages,  except  infants. 
The  incubation  period  was  short — three  days  at  most — and  after  a few  hours 
of  premonitory  malaise,  vomiting  with  or  without  diarrhoea  occurred.  No 
blood-stained  discharges  were  noted.  The  symptoms  abated  after  one  or  two 
days,  but  most  of  those  affected  complained  of  anorexia  for  a few  days  after 
the  main  symptoms  had  disappeared. 

Pyrexia  does  not  appear  to  have  been  a prominent  feature  of  the  illness. 
The  first  person  showing  symptoms  was  a young  adult  female,  who  complained 
of  pain  and  stiffness  of  the  neck  muscles  at  the  onset.  Two  adults  had 
relapses  after  an  apparent  recovery.  No  person  was  seriously  ill. 


This  local  outbreak  was  in  reality  a part  of  a much  wider  outbreak,  as 
revealed  by  subsequent  investigation.  The  majority  of  those  affected  were 
thought  to  be  suffering  from  “ gastric  flu.”  The  illnesses  certainly  resembled 
such  as  might  be  caused  by  virus  infections.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Following  on  prolonged  and  thorough  consideration,  Kilmarnock  was 
selected  and  the  Town  Council  agreed  that  the  town  would  be  one  of  the  four 
areas  in  Great  Britain  chosen  as  demonstration  areas  in  which  artificial 
fluoride  would  be  added  to  the  water  supply.  The  Town  Council  of  Ayr 
agreed  that  that  town  should  act  as  the  control  area.  There  are  two  water 
supplies  in  Kilmarnock.  Both  have  approximately  0-1  part  per  million  of 
fluoride  occurring  naturally  (as  does  the  water  in  Ayr).  In  the  North  Craig 
supply  additional  fluoride  in  the  form  of  sodium  fluoride  has  been  added  since 
19th  April,  1956.  In  the  Amlaird  supply  additional  fluoride  in  the  form  of 
sodium  silico-fluoride  has  been  added  since  20th  April,  1956. 
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Since  that  date  the  amount  in  the  water  supply  has  been  subject  to  the 
following  checks  : — 

(1)  A check  daily  at  each  of  the  waterworks. 

(2)  A check  daily  by  the  Water  Engineer’s  Staff  of  a sample  drawn 

from  each  supply  in  the  town. 

(3)  A similar  check  daily  by  the  Public  Health  Staff. 

(All  the  above  are  tested  by  the  colorimetric  method.) 

(4)  Three  times  per  month  a sample  from  each  supply  has  been  drawn 

by  the  Public  Health  Staff  and  sent  to  the  Government  Chemist 
for  analysis  by  the  distillation  method. 

The  results  of  the  various  samples  have  shown  close  agreement.  There 
has  been  no  difficulty  in  maintaining  the  fluoride  content  within  0 1 part  per 
million  of  the  desired  amount  of  1 part  per  million. 

In  connection  with  the  introduction  of  fluoride  into  the  water  supply, 
certain  dental  examinations  of  pre-school  and  school  children  were  carried 
out  to  obtain  base-line  data  to  compare  with  subsequent  inspections,  which 
it  is  proposed  should  be  carried  out  annually.  In  both  Ayr  and  Kilmarnock, 
random  samples  of  over  1,000  children  were  prepared,  so  many  being  in  each 
age  group  from  3-year-olds  to  14-year-olds,  and  equally  divided  between 
boys  and  girls.  The  examinations  have  been  carried  out  by  Dr.  J.  N. 
Mansbridge,  Ph.D.,  H.D.D.,  L.D.S.,  and  his  Assistant,  Mr.  C.  P.  Wallis, 
B.Sc.,  L.D.S.  Dr.  Mansbridge  is  Lecturer  in  Preventive  Dentistry  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh.  The  first  series  of  examinations  were  carried  out 
in  the  schools  and  clinics  in  the  months  of  May  and  June,  1955.  The  second 
annual  series  of  examinations  were  carried  out  in  May  and  June,  1956. 
Both  of  these  series  were  virtually  base-line  examinations,  as  the  fluoride 
being  put  in  in  April,  1956,  would  have  had  so  short  a time  to  act  as  to  be 
quite  unnoticeable. 

The  methods  of  examination  and  the  results  will  be  published  elsewhere. 

At  the  1956  examinations  an  X-Ray  of  the  bones  of  the  hand  and  wrist 
of  each  child  was  taken.  This  form  of  examination  will  be  repeated  at 
intervals  of  three  years.  The  X-Rays  have  been  subjected  to  expert  scrutiny 
and  the  density  and  growth  of  the  bones  in  each  case  will  be  closely  observed.

Talks  and  demonstrations  have  again  been  given  to  Guilds  and  Clubs 
by  members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff,  and  on  occasion  the  Scottish  Council 
for  Health  Education  has  provided  a speaker  on  application  being  made 
to  them.
